Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Eeport.  My 
tenure  of  office  has  only  been  of  three  months’  duration,  but  the  Report  will 
embrace  the  entire  year. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  District  will  be  divided  into  its  sub-districts,  and 
I shall  first  deal  with  the  total  number  of  Deaths  and  the  respective  Death 
Rates  of  the  sub-divisions.  I shall  then  proceed  with  Births  and  Birth  Rates. 

Death  Rates. — The  total  number  of  Deaths  in  the  entire  District  in  1898 
amounted  to  170,  and  as  the  estimated  population  is  12,726,  it  gives  a general 
D('ath  Rate  of  l.S’35  per  thousand,  a rate  which  compares  very  favourably  with 
that  of  1897,  which  was  14  34.

As  the  number  of  Deaths  under  1 year  of  age  was  44  and  the  Births  280, 
this  shows  that  out  of  every  1,000  Births  157*1  died,  a number  considerably 
higher  than  the  previous  year,  which  was  104*9.  I may  heie  remark  that  this 
is  extremely  high  for  a rural  district.

The  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs  were  15  against  29  the 
previous  year.  This  very  low  respiratory  death  rate  I attribute  to  the  very 
mild  weather  we  had  during  the  winter  months. 

— The  total  number  of  Births  in  the  entire  District 
has  been  280,  which  gives  a rate  of  22  per  thousand  of  iJopulation.

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  we  have  been  extremely  free  from  the  chief 
Zymotic  diseases,  especially  considering  the  very  hot  Autumn. 


There  have  been  rather  severe  epidemics  of  Measles  at  Shillington,  Stondon, 
Silsoe,  and  Marston  Moretaine,  necessitating  in  each  case  the  closure  of  the 
schools.  In  addition  to  this,  sporadic  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Scarlet  Fever,  and  Whooping  Cough  have  occurred.

As  the  normal  fall  for  this  district  is  about  25  inches,  this  shows  a deficiency 
of  over  4 inches.  This  is  taken  at  Shillington  with  a 5 inch  gauge.  Height 
above  sea  level,  182  feet.  As  the  conformation  of  any  part  of  the  district  is 
not  such  as  to  cause  any  great  variation,  I think  this  may  be  taken  as  typical 
of  its  entire  area. 

In  regard  to  Water  Supply,  I am  glad  to  say  that  of  Cran field  and  Marston 
has  been  improved  by  new  wells  being  sunk  and  some  of  tlu^  existing  ones 
lowered  and  bored.  Two  new  wells  have  been  sunk  at  Upper  Gravenhurst. 
Additional  wells  required  at  Clophill  and  Haynes.

The  Sanitation  of  the  District  has  improved  in  every  department. 

I am  extremely  pleased  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  has 
been  adopted  by  you,  and  hope  it  will  lead  to  still  further  sanitary  efficiency. 

Vaccination,  I am  sorry  to  say,  has  been  during  the  past  year  almost  a dead 
letter, — only  23  cases  out  of  292  births, — this  being  the  average  number  of 
births  for  the  last  two  years.  The  children  submitted  to  vaccination  in  the 
sub-districts  are  : — 

Ampthill  ...  16.  Shillington  ...  7.  Cranfield  ...  nil. 

I am  very  doubtful  whether  the  numbers  will  increase  under  the  new  act. 

The  house  to  house  inspection  has  borne  considerable  fruit,  several  sanitary 
defects  being  unearthed  which  probably  would  have  escaped  detection  until 
disease  had  been  started.  This  inspection  I think  is  the  most  important 
preventive  measure  we  had,  and  I am  extremely  sorry  the  Council  have  seen  fit 
to  discontinue  it.  I hope  soon  it  will  be  reinforced.  In  connection  with  this, 
I must  say  5mur  Inspector  carried  out  his  work  extremely  well,  exercising  a 
great  amount  of  tact,  which  is  a necessity  for  such  a task.  All  his  work  is 
carried  out  most  efficiently. 

After  all  infectious  disease  the  houses  have  been  disinfected  with  Sulphurous 
Acid  Gas  as  heretofore. 

Pail  and  earth  closets  have  been  recommended  in  most  cases,  and  I am  glad 
to  say  there  is  an  increased  number  in  use. 

I beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  requirements  : —

(2)  Adoption  of  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1890. 

(3)  Adoption  of  Bye-laws  with  regard  to  New  Buildings,  etc.

1885. 

(5)  Enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  particularly  with 

regard  to  Milk.

Improvements  to  Sewers  have  been  carried  out  at  Marston,  Pulloxhill, 
Cranfield,  and  Marston  Shelton. 

The  House-to-house  Inspections  have  been  continued  during  the  year,  and 
the  remaining  nine  parishes  have  been  systematically  inspected  and  reported 
on  as  to  the  general  sanitation  and  water  supply,  with  details  of  the  defects. 
The  parishes  were — Flitton,  Lidlington,  Houghton  Conquest,  Flitwick, 
Westoning,  Haynes,  Silsoe,  Higham  Gobion,  and  Gravenhiirst. 


Bakehouses,  Slaughter-houses,  and  Workshops  have  been  inspected,  and  the 
necessary  requirements  carried  out.
